COLUMBUS, Ga., May 17.—Geor- 
kia police officials moved swiftly to- 
day to throw their weight behind ef- 
forts to curb crime and reform the 
penal methods of the state. 

Chief T. O. Sturdivant, of Atlanta, 
introduced a resolution at the annual 
meeting of the Georgia County and 
Peace Officers’ convention here de- 
manding the death penalty for kid- 
napers, 

Colonel Ben T. Watkins, chief of 
police at Macon, presigent of the as- 
sociation, urged abolishment of the 
chain gang system and establishment 
of a state police force. He also asked 
for the installation of a state radio 
network to aid in man hunts and for 
the apread of police information. 


Chief Sturdivant’s resolution, which | 


will be acted upon Friday, said: 

“Whereas, there is prevalent in 
many sections of our nation at this 
time a serious situation with refer- 
ence to the kidnaping of persons of 
wealth or members of their families 
and holding them for high ransom, 
such persons in some instances being 
virtually slain and in other cases in- 
humanely tortured by their fiendish 
abductors, and 

“Whereas, the penal laws of our 
state, as well as those of many of our 
sister states, are wholly inadequate to 
meet this new racket of gangland. 

“So, therefore, be is resolved that 
we place ourselves on record as favor- 
ing the enactment by the general as- 
sembly at its next session a statute 
making kidnaping of any person fer 
ransom an offense punishable by 
death in the electric chair.” 

Colonel Watkins delivered the prin- 
cipal address at the afternoon session. 

“It is high time that we began to 
take proper steps for the abolition of 
the chain gang and its attendant evils 
the president commented in discussing 
the state’s penal system. 

“At no time have officials of the 
atate sought to defend the chaingang 
system as being the correct method of 
caring for prisoners, but under the fi- 
nancial difficulties which beset the 
state nvthing clse remained. But now, 
due to the efforts of our governor, 
Kugene Talmadge, we have a modern 
penitentiary and penal system in the 
making.”

The 
highway is 310 miles long and ex- 
tends from Savannah across the state 
to Seminole county, where it crosses 
the Chattahoochee river into Ala- 
bama.

| he Georgia public service commis- 
sion Thursday ordered the Georgia 
Power Company to eliminate extra 
fare charges on the Buckhead-OUgle- 
thorpe street car line. The commis- 
sion fixed the fare, after May 2, 
at 10 cents cash fare or four tickets 
for 30 cents, the same as on all oth- 
er city lines. 

Power company officials had no 
comment to make on the order and 
would not say whether or not any 
effort would be made to combat it 
in the courts, 

Street car patrons who now ride 
north of Buckhead must pay an ex- 
tra fare of 6 cents. 

In its order Thursday the com- 
mission directed the company to is- 
sue transfers to patrons of the line 
just as they do on other routes, with- 
out extra charge. In other words 
the regular city fare was made the 
fare of the Oglethorpe line. 

In connection with the issuance of 
the order, the commission made pub- 
‘lie a statement through Chairman Jud 
-P. Wilhoit in which the history of 
the Oglethorpe line was reviewed, the 
statement pointing out that at the 
time the track was laid in 1911 sub- 
s¢riptions totalling $25,000 were taken 
‘up to help pay the cost and the com- 
ipany was given the right to charge 
an extra fare for a period of 15 years 
‘only. 

The movement for the elimination 
of the extra fare was started several 
months ago by the North Side Im- 
provement Association which directed 
the presentation of evidence on behalf

‘Plans for a co-ordinated campaign by 
five southeastern states to increase 
tourist traffic and industrial develop- 
ment were surveyed in a preliminary 
way at a conference here today. 
Howard Coffin, of Sea Island, Ga., 
industrialist and resort operator, de- 


livered the principal address, assert- 
ing these states—Virginia. North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia and 
Florida—have more attractions to of- 
fer than any other section of the Unit- 
ed States, but proper effort has not 
yet been made to so inform the na- 


tion. 
Coffin heads a committee appoint- 
ed by the Coastal States Co-ordinated 
organization several weeks ago when 
in session at Augusta, 
First of Series. 


W. S. Lee Jr., of Charlotte, pre- 
sided at the meeting, which was pro- 
posed as the first of a series looking 
to development of a broad-scale, co- 
ordinated and sustained drive to pop- 
ularize the southeastern states. The 
movement was given the tentative 
name of the southern development 
board. 

Coffin was elected chairman of the 
movement’s advisory committee and 
Lee was elected chairman of the or- 
ganization committee. John T. Alsop, 
mayor of Jacksonville, was _ elected 
vice president and Edward Ball, of 
Jacksonville, treasurer. 
| The conference decided to invite 
| the governors of each of the states

tend a meeting at Sea Island, Ga..,

DEADLOCK HOLDS 
ON EXCHANGE BILL 


Atmosphere of Tension 
Hangs Over Meeting, as 
Neither Side Shows 
Signs of Defeat. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—(#)—In 

an atmosphere of tension, produce of 
three days of charges, countercharges 
and personal attacks, senate and house 
conferees met today to seek reconcilia- 
tion of controversial differences be- 
tween the stock exchange control bills 
passed by the two chambers. 
_ Tugging the conferees in one direc- 
tion was a public avowal by President 
Roosevelt of preference for house pro- 
visions vesting administration and 
control in the federal trade commis- 
sion. 

Pulling them in the other was the 
decision of the senate members to 
hold out until the senate instructs 
them to the contrary, for a specially- 
created commission, a decision reached 
as a result of the exclusion of Sena- 
tor Glass, democrat, Virginia, author 
of an amendment to that affect, from 
the conference committee. 

Glass charged Chairman Fletcher. 
of the senate banking committee, who 
named the conferees, with a personal 
affront in not including him and as- 
serted it was part of an effort to 
throw this, and other amendments 
approved by the senate at his urging 
out of the bill. 

Resignation Not Accepted. 
He resigned from the banking com- 


accepted. Senators Barkley, demv- 
crat, Kentucky, and Byrnes, democrat, 
South Carolina, who were chosen by 
Fletcher, offered to withdraw in his 
favor, but Glass rejected their pro- 
posal. After the president made his 
views known yesterday, Barkley re- 
signed from the conference commit- 
tee. 

The situation left Barkley and 
Byrnes torn between their loyalty to 
the administration and their high per- 
sonal regard and warm friendship 
with Glass. Before they yield, the 
question of who shall administer the 
bill will be brought back to the sen- 
ate with a request for new instruc- 
tions. Then, leaders expect, the ad- 
ministration’s following will vote for 
the trade commission, and the con- 
troversy will be settled. 

Other Points. 

In addition to this dispute several 
other unsettled points confronted the 
conferees. They were: 

The house clause stating an advis- 
ory opinion that normal minimum 
margin requirements should be 45 
per cent of current market value. 
This also has the approval of the 
president. ‘The senate bill contained 
no such stipulation. 

The house section giving authority 
for the determination of margin re- 
quirements in all cases to the federal! 
reserve board. The senate bill gives 
this power to the special commission 
except for loans on securities by mem- 
ber banks of the federal reserve sys- 
tem.

Eugene Talmadge gave »® 
good indication of what his “whirl ' 
wind campaign” will be like, beginnin;

“T feel one of the great causes of 
the depression will be removed when 
the transportation system is straight- 
ened out,” the executive told a crowd 
99 stood in a drizzling rain to hear

Governor Talmadge referred to what 
he called “Suck” in hearing that the 
Johnson bill was passed within a few 
minutes after he wrote Judge Bar- 
rett last week that state officers would 
not appear in Savannah to show 
cause why they should not be re- 
strained from enforcing increased tax 
assessments against the two railroads. 

“Hereafter when the commission 
acts on rates it can’t be enjoined by 
any but superior courts of this state,” 
he added.

MOSCOW, May 17.—(UP)—Hours 
of fear and trembling began today for 
thousands of communist party mem- 
bers being investigated for “burgeois 
tendencies” under the second great 
“chistka” or party purging ordered 
by leaders. 

This chistka will delve into the 
thoughts and eonduct of 745,360 party 
members in nine districts of the so- 
If it proves as drastic 
as the first, last winter, thousands 
will lose the prestige and privileges 
of the new soviet “aristocracy.” 

The best and most energetic com- 
munist party members who rule Rus- 
sia’s’ 160,000,000 or more inhabitants 
have special privileges over their fe)- 
low countrymen, despite the doctrines 
of equality for all in the brotherhood 
of soviet rule. Those who have been 
found wanting will be punished in 
many ways, including cancellation of 
their special rights. 

The communist party, ruling by a 
party dictatorship, had only 3,200,000 
members at the start of the first chist- 
ka. Of them, 1,058,153 faced tri- 
bunals resulting in the elimination of 
17 per cent from the small party 
membership, while 6.2 per cent more 
were reduced from members to party 
“sympathizers.” 

The vast bulk of the Russian popu- 
tion hence has never been in the 
party which rules the soviet union, 
and only a comparative few of the 
party members are in the “inner cir- 
cle,” which governs.

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FORD DEALER LOSES 
ORDER UNDER NRA ACT 


Company Refuses To Certify. 
That Manufacturer Com- 
plied With Code. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.-+>)—| 


Refusal to certify positively that the 
Ford Motor Company had complied 
with NRA codes today cost a Ford 


dealer the loss of a government con- 
tract. 

J. R. McCarl, the comptroller-gen- 
eral, ordered the department of com- 
merce to reject a low bid for two 
trucks by the Northwest Motor Com- 
pany, of Bethesda, Md.. which certi- 
fied it was complying with NRA re- 
quirements but would not say posi- 
tively the trucks were ny gape in 
strict compliance with NRA agree- 
ments. 

The comptroller-general’s decision 
was said in informed circles to have 
been sent to several other depart- 
ments proposing to buy Ford vehicles, 

McCarl’s ruling said it was not suf- 
ficient under the terms of the presi- 
dential order of March 14, 1934, that 
bidders for government contracts 
furnish certificates stating they were 
complying with, and would continue 
to comply with, applicable NRA codes 
or the president's re-employment 
agreement. 

The contractor, McCarl said, “may 
not make delivery under the contract 
of any articles, materials or sup- 
plies, in whole or in part, produced 
or furnished by any person who shall 
not have certified that he is comply- 
ing with and will continue to comply 
with each code of fair competition 
which relates to such articles, mate- 
rials or supplies; or if no code, then 
that he bas signed or complied with 
the president’s re-employment agree- 
ment.” 

Ford, although not a signer of the 
automobile code, has contended he is 
complying with it. The Ford agency 
in the present case, however, said it 
had no authority to act for or bind 
the Ford Motor Company and that it 
was required by the executive order 
to submit a certificate only concern-

In 1914 and in 1926 he matched 
lances with two of the most noto- 
rious republican bosses in Pennsyl- 
vania’s history, Boise Penrose and 
William S. Vare, and in both con- 
tests fell by the wayside, badly de- 
feated. 

As in these previous contests, 
his defeat this year is attributable 
to the air-tight control of the big- 
city republican organizations by 
those he fought. In Tuesday’s pri-

cities and rural districts, where his 
Strength chiefly lay. 

National republican leaders are

Manchuria 


Revolts. 

Only a few weeks ago, dispatches 
from the far east intimated that 
peace and quiet had been established 
in Manchuria at last, and that the 
economic development of the country 
was now in full swing. Even at that 
time when those dispatches were sent 
into the world, trouble had broken 
out, and according to the last news 
from over there the trouble assumes 
the proportions of a revolt affecting 
the majority of the provinces, It is 
with the news from Manchuria as 
with the news from France during 
the war. My father use to say: 
“When you read a communique that 
the allied commanders are in full ac- 
cord and that victory is certain with- 
in a short time, you may rest assured 
that the commanders are quarreling 
as never before and thet the end of 
the war—victory will not come to 
anybody—that the end of the war 1s 
far away.” j 

He was not wrong, my father. Sub- 
sequent revelations of what went on 
behind the scenes proved him abso- 
lutely right. The Japanese news agen- 
cies tried to cover up the real situa- 
tion in Manchuria by sending out op- 
timistic accounts of a resumed com: 
mercial and industria! activity. Those 
dispatches were a blind to cover up 
the truth. And what’s more, they 
can’t blame it on bandits now, or on 
the Russianas across the frontier.

But, of course, the real reason Mr. Morgenthau has been able 
to reduce interest rates is because Mr. Roosevelt promised a bal- 
anced budget in 1936, and the additional fact that Mr. Roosevelt 
is avoiding greenbacks. 

All of which seems to be just about enough trouble for one 
man to handle. No one will be happier than Mr. Morgenthau when 
and if congress adjourns for the summer.

Recalls Career. For many hours 

I have been 

promising my- 
self to write for posterity the mem- 
ories of my life on the Mississippi 
which began at 4:35 Sunday after- 
noon at Memphis when I went aboard 
the towboat Louisiana of the Missis- 
sippi Valley Barge Line and ended 
Monday evening about 20 miles up- 
river where some young government 
engineers working on a dredge, took 
me off and sent me back ‘to town. 
Hey-ho! That was the life, out there 
on the Father of Waters, and, as 
that phase of my career recedes into 
the past, I still feel the lure of the 
old river and hear, in my dreamy 
the leadsman’'s sing-song ery, like that 
of the Sicilian yelling “strawberries” 
in the alley, “A quarter less twain!” 
I hear him sing “A quarter less 
twain,” and hear him spank himself 
on the nude meat of his chest and 
remark something about the damn 
mosquitoes. This remark is uttered 
in his unofficial, personal voice, how- 
ever, as distinguished from the cere- 
monial yodel in which he sings out 
the depth of the river to Mr. Falken- 
berg, the. pilot, who stands in a glass 
cage up on the roof, twizzling his 
searchlights along the banks and over 
the herd of barges which are bunting 
sluggishly along ahead of the 
Louisiana. . 

Mr. Falkenberg is a thin, polite man 
with a thin, polite voice, who never 
read Mark Twain's “Life on the Mis- 
sissippi,”’ although he has heard peo- 
ple mention it, and never had heard 
until I brought the matter up that 
the Mississippi pilot is supposed to 
roar and bawl and curse even in 
wooing a lady or singing a baby to 
sleep. In fact. none of the hands on 
the Louisiana had read Mark Twain's 
“Life on the Mississippi” and I will 
have to say that they all seemed 
pretty careless about the traditions 
of the river and their calling as they 
are given in the book.

To say that one could have fore- 
told, from the letters Charles Dick- 
ens wrote to his wife, the ultimate 
disaster of their separation, would 
be to be too wise after the event. 


But one can say this much— 
that, though the correspondence 
which has been presented in this 
series is one-stded, there can be 
read between the lines of the hus- 
band much of the character of the 
wife. 


We all know how, as far as in 
us lies, we write amusing and sym- 
pathetic letters to those who amuse 
}and are in sympathy with us. Dick- 
ens was always “the inimitable” — 
he could write nothing that was 
without interest or without his 
characteristic flavor — but from 
these letters his truest raciness and 
spontaneity are for the most part 
absent. 

If we compare them, by way of 
example, with his letters to just 
| one woman friend, Mrs...Watson, of

my stammering is the cause; all 
professions are barred against 
me. The only thing I should 
like to be is a gentleman farmer, 
either at the Cape, in Canada, 
or Australia. With my passage 
‘paid, fifteen pounds, a horse, and 
a rifle, | could go two or three 
hundred miles up country, sow 
grain, buy cattle, and in time be 
very comfortable.”

It is impossible not to dwell on 
this aspect of the letters, but it is 
not the only one. Those'who are 


on intimate quoting terms ~ith the 
novels recognized some old friends 
in the letters which have been pub- 
lished here. In the description of 
house hunting there was the letter 
of Tommy Traddles and the flower 
pot and the marble-topped table, 
his first preparations for the ‘‘dear- 
est girl.” The lady who constant- 
ly bade the coachman look out for 
her Carriage was no stranger to 
those who have driven with Nich- 
Olas Nickleby to Greta Bridge, and 
the election at Kettering was clear- 
ly one of those that went to make 
up the great battle between Slum- 
key andeFizkin. ° 


And here we could trace not only 
the germ of Eatanswill but the de- 
velopment of Dickens as a writer. 
The earliest letters were written at 
the time of sketches by Boz, when 
he had by no means attained to 
his full stature. He was then an 
admirable journalist, an acute ob- 
server of things seen; but he hacked 
something of the humor and toler- 


ance which afterwards irradiated his | 


descriptions. These qualities seem- 
ed to descend on him, as it were 
in a Single night, with Pickwick. 

The Kettering election was full 
of spirit, but the writer’s venom 
against the blues came out some- 
thing too fiercely: he had not yet 
learned the full power of his laugh- 
ter. 


In some ways then these letters 
are sad ones; but there is much in 
them to give pleasure, and there is 
always that intense vitality that 
makes it hard to believe that the 
writer died in 1870.. Mr. Chester- 
ton has said that we know Mr. 


Pickwick did not end his days at 


Dulwich, but broke out again to 
take to the roads, and “we may 
come suddenly upon him in a 
lane.” 

Dickens’ letters have the same 
quality of endlessness and we feel 
that at any moment we might find 
another noble batch of them. And 
So we may adapt Sam Weller, and 
say that we ‘“‘vish there wos more, 
and that’s the great art o’ letter 
writin’.”

Nature gave bright hues to flow- 
ers for good reason—not to please | 
your eyes but to call insects to help) 
the plants. Insects are needed to 
spread pollen fr n flower to flower | 
in order that seeds may be formed | 
which will bring forth new plants. | 
The work of bees in spreading pollen | 
is widely known, but many other in-| 
sects perform the same kind of work. 

For the same reason, flowers have’ 


‘odors or “scents” which bring insects |

flowers are used in making perfumes. 
Not all perfumes carry with» them 
such fragrance as flowers possess, but | 
eertain kinds are pleasing. to some 
persons.

There is an interesting little flower 
called “the 4 o'clock” or the “Marvel- 
of-Peru.” It is white, vellow or red, 
and is sweet smelling; but the thing 
which makes people talk about it is 
the fact that it opens late in the aft- 
ernoone 

Most flowering plants obtain food 
from their leaves, where sunshine and 
air turn juice rising from the roots 
into sugar and starch; but a few 
kinds have no leaves, and to make 
up for that fasten themselves to other 
plants. 

A giant flower found in Sumatra 
and Borneo is an example of that 
sort of thing. It is called the “Raf- 
flesia.” in honor of Sir Stamford 
Rafles, who reported it to the west- 
ern world in the year 1818. This 
flower does not have even a stem; 
but it grows in such a way as to 
join with roots and vines. 

The Rafflesia is the largest of all 
known flowers. Its petals, five in 
number, measure about 12 inches in 
length and surround a “cup” of great 
size. The cup is large enough to 
hold seven quarts of water! This 
giant flower spreads out to a wi 
of about three feet and weighs from 
10 to 15 pounds. There is little beau- 
ty about it, however, and it does not 
have a pleasant odor.

CASS GILBERT PASSES 


ON VISIT TO ENGLAND 


Famous Architect. and De- 
signer of Woolworth Build- 
ing Was 74 Years Old. 


NEW YORK, May 17.—(4)—Cass 
Gilbert, the famous architect, died to- 
day in’ Brockenhurst, England, his 
office here was notified. 

The eause of his death was not 
knewn, but 
apparently been ill but a short time. 
He was 74 years old. 

Gilbert was best known as archi- 
tect of the Woolworth building in 
New York and of several state cap- 
tols. 

Gilbert, who began practicing ir 
1876, received the gold medal of arts 
and’ sciences as designer of the Wool- 
worth building. He also was honored 
in 1926 with election to the presiden- 
cy of the National Academy of De- 
sign. 

“Gilbert was born in Zanesville, 
Ohio, Novembef 24, 1859.; He was 
educated in. the public ‘schools of 
Zanesville atid St. Paul, and later at- 
tended Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. He began his architec- 
tural career in St. Paul, but later 
moved to New York. 

Cass Gilbert was the father of the 
modern skyscraper. : 

As early as 1899 he was considered 
as among the best of American archi- 
tects. In that year his design for the 
New York customs house was accepf- 
ed after some political and. profession- 
al objections that Gilbert ad not 
been a resident of New York city

When the 60-story Woolworth build- 
ing was erected, Gilbert was like an 
old-fashioned explorer hitting into un- 
charted seas. No building of that 
height—792 feet—had been built and

After drawing the plans for the first 
skyscraper, Gilbert resumed his gen- 
eral architectural work. De. designed 
—among many other public buildings 
of Minnesota, 
West Virginia and Arkansas, the Cen- 
tral Public library in St. Louis, the 
Detroit Publie library, the Federal 
Reserve bank in Minneapolis and the 
treasury annex in Washington.

Eli Whitney’s Early Model Gin 
Is Displayed at Atlanta Store 


One of the earliest models of the 
cotton gin made by Eli Whitney, dis- 
covered a few months ago at the bot- 
tom of a dry gully in Wilkes county, 
is now on display in a shaw window 
of the Kessler store at 92 Whitehall 
street. It is attracting much atten- 
tion, Georgians realizing that this 
crude machine was really the basis of 
the cotton industry in the south. 

Prior to the invention of the cotton 
gin by Whitney, as a matter of fact, 


to prevent strangers entering with the 
possible object of stealing the ideas he 
had incorporated in his models, is still 
in existence, though it was moved to 
a different location of Thomas Tal- 
bot in 1810.

Dr, Warren ing Moorehead, of 
Phillips Academy, Andover, Mauss., 
spent part of three winters conducting 
scientific excavations of the Etowah 
mounds. Other explorations have been 
made by the Bureau of American Fth- 
nology, under Dr. Cyrus Thomas. as 
well as by many other scientists and 
archaeologists. 

Six tumuli of varying size lie in the 
semi-circular group on the north hank 
of the Etowah river, while externally 
to the north there is a solitary mound 
supposed to pertain to the same 
works, There is a broad ditch, semi- 
circular in form and 1,600 wards in 
length. The largest mound in the 
group is exceeded in cubic conte: + only 
by the great Cahokia or Monks mound 
at East St. Louis, according to H. C. 
Shetrone, of Ohio.

you must listen to Dr. J. J. Stewart, 
an expert from Shelbyville, Ind. He 
writes: 
“During my athletic career and 
in my profession I have had an 
opportunity to study most all 


types of athletes. Hundreds of them 
would make good wrestlers, good 
football or track men and seem- 
ingly lots of them would have all 
the natural qualifications for box- 
ers and fighters, but I have no- 
ticed that you find 50 men who 
can do any other kind of athletics 
to one that would make a good 
fighter, for fighting takes a rare 
characteristic which very few 
possess. 

The fighter must have a combi- 
nation of race-horse speed and 
draft-horse stamina—a fi 
must have a natural fighting 
heart, which any other kind of 
sport does not take. Someone will 
then say a wrestler takes more 
punishment than a boxer, but I 
say decidedly no—being pulled, 
stretched and strained is not like 
taking a sledge-hammer blow in 
the solar plexus, Adam’s apple or 
tip of the jaw. A boxer puts as 
much strain on his heart in a 
hard bout as any other kind of 
athletics calls for, and in addition 
is often taking terrible punish- 
ment. 

Another suggestion I would of- 
fer is that a fighter must possess 
a distinctive forearm. Scores of 
good, rugged athletes have fine 
legs, body and hips, with poor 
wrists and forearms. Harry Wills’ 
hands could not stand his own 
punch. One of the essentials of 
Dempsey’s success was his terri- 
ble wrist, hand and forearm. I 
found in my stunt of lifting the 
anvils that although some had the 
body to lift them they lacked the 
forearm. Sandow ‘could not do it 
because he did not have the fore- 


arm. 

The great fighters have to be 
born more than any other athlete. 
You can train a man’s muscles 
and wind, but the cradle has to 


put that something into him that 
every great fighter must have.

Speaking of the will to live, I have 
just witnessed an amazing tenacity on 
the part of a fish. I have been con- 
ducting some experiments of the wait- 
ing sort to determine the tolerances 
of Gambusia for stagnation. I placed 
a number of healthy fish in an 
aquarium and allowed the water to 
become heavily charged with algae. 
Fish began to die after what seemed 
to be an interminable time. I did not 
remove them from the tank for they 
were an essential part of the experi- 
ment. After eight weeks the tank 
took on an odor of a somewhat un- 
pleasant nature. Deciding that things 
were at an end when I found five 
fish floating at the surface and heavi- 
ly covered with fungus, I took a sam- 
ple of the water and set it aside for 
a dissolved gas determination and 
algal count. he tank I turned over 
to the porter and told him to clean it 
thofoughly. In a few minutes he ask- 
ed, “Did you’ mean throw away these 
here fishes?” 

Whereupon he presented me with a 
bowl of seven perfectly healthy mos- 
quito fish. 
put into the tank, I would have let the 
experiment run its course. As it is 
the thing is incomplete but very con- 
vincing withal. 

The point I am getting to is simply 
this: Is it necessary to drain marsh- 
land and lakes in order to effect a 
mosquito and malaria control pro- 
gram?

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CQUOR DRINKING 


OF OFFICERS HIT 


Bridges Hurls Charges at 
“Morning Watch”; Two 
Patrolmen Dismissed. 


Delivering a scathing attack on 
“liquor drinking in the Atlanta police 
force,” Chairman G. Dan Bridges, of 
the police committee of city council, 
Thursday night declared that two- 
thirds of the morning watch patrol- 
men are “soaked with liquor.” 

The tongue lashing by Bridges came 
during discussion of charges against 
Patrolman C, T. Maddox, who was 
dismissed from the force on charges 
of drinking. Patrolman Paul Higgins 
was also dismissed on the same 
charges. Patrolman C. E. Retch was 
suspended for 29 days on charges of 
being absent without leave. 

In issuing his charges of wide- 
apread drinking in the department, 
Bridges said “superior officers haven't 
the courage to bring these men in 
when they find them drunk on their 
beats.” There are approximately 75 
men on the morning watch under com- 
mand of Captain George T. Butler. 

“Practically two-thirds of the men 
og the morning watch are soaked with 
liquor.” Bridges said, “and something 
must be done to break it up. So far 
as I personally am concerned, I in- 
tend to see that liquor drinking in 
the police force ceases.’ 

Because there is no ehief on night 
duty, Captain Butler is in command 
of the force on the morning watch, it 
was brought ont. Chief T. O. Sturdi- 
vant is on day duty, as is Chief A. 
Lamar Poole, of the detective depart- 
ment, and Assistant Chief Connally 
is in charge of the evening watch.
